BRITISH RESTINQ AT BLOeMFONTEIN

• London, March 16.— Lord Roberts' 
success in handling the civil problems 
at Bloemfontein and the apparent 
oqiiaiilniity with which the ifsidpiits 
o( the capital ot the Oianse Free State 
accept the BrHlah occupation moment- 
arily ecllpae in Interest tbo mlllUry 
situation. 

It is believed liere the commaiider- 
in-chief of ibe British lorces in South 
Africa will soon ptiata on to Prwtoria, 
but Great Britain is quite content to 
listen for a few days to the acclama- 
tions of the people of BlDi iufontein. 
and permit the troops to enjoy a few 
days' real bofora expecting further 
luccesa. 

Lord Roberts made a quaint speecli 
to the guards at 131oeinfontein whc-ii 
in his tirst congratulatory words he 
expressed pride In their splendid 
march of 38 miles in 28 hours. 

"Through a small mistake," said 
Lord Ho!)erts. ' I have not been able to 
march into Bloemfontein at the head 
of the brigade, as I intended. I prom- 
ise you, however, that I will lead you 
Into Pretoria." 

C.enera! C.ataere Is holding Bethulie 
and the whole line of the railroad 
south ot tlloemfontein is now in the 
hands of the British and General Bra- 
bant's column has crossed the Orange 
river after a forced niaich, at Aliwal 
North recently and General Clem- 
ent's columh being across at Van Zyl, 
the three columns will form an army 
ot 12.000 to 15,000 men, which is ex- 
liected to ri'place the forces of T^ord 
Roberts at Bloemfontein as be pushes 
northward. 

Just where the Boers will attempt 
to oppo=e that march is an Important 
queEtion, but it can not easily be an- 
swered until General Joubert Is more 
definitely located. 

Further nfws has reached the out- 
side world ftrom Mafeklng dated Frl 
day, March 9, showing that the garri 
eon was in hard straits. 

General Roberts reports that he 
found seven British officers and 43 
men wounded In the hospital at Bloen: 
fontein, and that tliny had all boi n 
well cared for. He adds: "I rejoiced 
the wounded Boers by telling them 
they would be allowed to proceed to 
their homes, instead of being made 
prisoners, as soon as they can leave 
the hospital." 

New Kegime at Bloeiiifoulpin. 
Bloemfontein, March 16.— Gefieial 
Prettyman is succeeding as governor 
of the town. He issued a proclama 
tion reqnestin^^ the burghers within a 
radius of 10 miles to deliver up their 
arms, as.suring them they wouhl be 
paid for the confiscation of their prop- 
erty. Mr. Fraser will act as mayor 
lx)rd Roberts is about to issue fresh 
proclamations, which it is considered 
will have the effect of disarming fur 
tBer opposition upon the part of the 
Free Staters. Great liuantities of 
stores captured at Wasserfall have 
been recovered. As a result of Wes- 
ton's line-cutting, the British have se 
cured 20 engines, and the line has been 
cieared to the Kaffir river.' Rnmors 
are current that President Steyn -is 
willing to surrender. Much unrest ex 
Iste among the Dutch population.

Boers Confront Brabant. 

Jamestown, Oape Colony, March 19

ogised for the action of the Boers dur* 
ing the last days of the occupation, 
laaying be could not control bis men. 
Tbe British are now entrenched on 
the Free State side ot the Orange 
river, with the Boers holding an ad- 
vantageous hill in front of them. Gen- 
eral Brabant is greatly hampered, ow- 
ing to ths lack ot attHMry. Aitltag only 
twt 15-pounder8. 

More British Casualties, 

London, March 16.— It %u olBclally 
announced that the British casualties 
at Dreifontein March 10 were 62 men 
killed and 821 wounded, laeludtBg 12 
Okiidlatts wounded. 

Sailed Kur Kiiglaod. 
Cape Town, March 16.— The British 

first class cruiser Powerful, with the 
naval brigade, whl('h has been operat- 
ing against the Boers la South Africa, 
tailed tor England.

Ix)ul8ville, March IG.— As a result of 
meetings held by a number of promi- 
nent citiaans ot Louisville it Is an- 
aodhosd tUMt sx-Govsmor John Young 
BroWii' h'aU mtiiffim tile dmptoymimt 
as chief c<#insel for the men arrested 
for the murder of the late William 
Ooebel. This .action. Its promoters 
say, is taken in order that no Innocent 
man may be convicted through the 
agency of the $100,000 reward appro- 
priated by the last legislature. K\- 
Oovernor Brown will bo chief counsel, 
and with him will be associated Hon. 
George Denny of licxlngton, W. C. P. 
Breckinridge of Lexington, Hon. J. C. 
Sims of Bowling Green, Hon. A. Will- 
son of Louisville and several others. 
These lawyers have been Instructed to 
push the cases to an early trial, aftd, 
failing In that, to institute habeas cor- 
pus proceedings in the state and fed- 
eral courts. 

The amended answer of the Repub- 
licans In the Beckham-Taylor consoli- 
dated suit, involving the governorship, 
was filed with Judge Field In the cir- 
cuit court. It has been prepared by 
ex-Governor Bradley, Judge Yost and 
other attorneys since Judge Field's re- 
cent decision declaring his court had 
no jurisdicrtion in the case, and that 
his court could not review the act.cn 
of the legislature seating Becl^ham. 
The amended answer is made princi- 
pally to perfect the record before the 
case is taken to the court ot appeals. 

Prisoners at Frankfort. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 16, — Caleb 
Powers, John Davis, W. H. Culton and 
Harland Whlttaker were brouRht here 
from Louisville in charge of SberifT 
Suter and deputies. A Special detail 
of police and deputy sheriffs met them 
at the train, and they were marched 
to the Jail through the. streets, which 
were lined with people who anticipated 
their coming. There was no disorder 
and the prisoners greeted their trie, ds 
pleasantly as they went to Jail. Later 
all except Whlttaker were released on 
$10,000 bond till Monday, the date set 
for 'the sxamining trial. 

Win .-\|i|ieul to President. 
Frankfort, Ky., March 16.— Governor 
Taylor is said to have prepared a 

statment makin.cr a iccond appeal to 
President McKiiiley. John W. Yerkes 
of Danville and other Republican lead- 
ers were called in conference at the 
executive mansion and the paper sub- 
mitted to them. A committee to be 
headed by Mr. Yerkes is to be sent to 
Washinston to lay before the president 
whatever message Is atreed on by the 
conference.

Pittsburg, March IC— If the remarks 
of Judgfe B. H. Btowe of Common ^kas 

Co:.rt No. 1 indicate anything, the 
equity suit bfg.Tn by H. C. Fr'ck 
agD'^st Anilrew Carnegie and other 
members of the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany, limited, will not he called for 
trial before next October. Attorney 
W. L. Scott of Dalzell, Scott & Gor- 
don, part of ilie counsel for .Mr. Car- 
negie and bis associates, who have 
been sued, presented a motion to the 
court when it convened in favor of an 
extension of 15 days for the defei.d- 
ant.s, excepting Henry Phipps, Jr.. who 
have not tiled their answers.

"The so- 
ciety will indude the soldiers who 
fought in the Porto Rioan campaign," 
said Colonel Bennitt "This state fur- 
nished over 2,00 men in the POrto 
Rican campaign, and we expect nearly 
all of them to Join ths order."

He was elected associate ot 
the Royal Hibernian Academy ot Arts 
in 1837. 



Columbus, O., liarch IC— Chairman 
McKlnnon ot the finance committee 
introduced in the house the general 
appropriation bill for 1900, carrying 
tola) appropriations of $3,887,438. In- 
cludin,:? the first inslallnn'ul m' $J.'0,- 
OUO for the Ohio centennial, as au- 
thorised by th<) Grlflln centennial bill. 
This with the partial appropriation 
bill passed earlier in the session, ag- 
gregating $837,832, makes a total ap- 
propriation for this year of $4,672,033, 
as dompared with the total appropria- 
tions of $4,121,908 for 1898. The ap- 
propriation 1)111 for 1901 will be ma- 
terially the same -as for 1900. It Will 
be completed soon. 

The bill was placed on the calendar 
for passage at 10:10 a. m., Tuesday. 

Supplemental '.o the appropriation 
bill was a special a< t inaoduicd by 
Mr. Hagenbucb providing for iuureas- 
ing the levy for Wllbertorce university 
for 1900 only, from .01 ot a mill to .02 
of a nilll. and to revert to the original 
levy of 01 of a mill after this year. 
Another supplemental bill was iuiro- 
duced by Mr. Armstrong to require the 
expense of transportation of patients 
to the epileptic hospital at Gallipoiis 
to be defrayed by tne county of which 
the patient la a resident. 

After a bitter flgnt the Russell bill 
was rescued from the special commit- 
tee on trusts, to which it was con- 
signed. 

Judge Russell, the author of the bill, 
and who is a Republican, delivered a 
speech that was a scathing castigation 

of the scheme to kill his bill. He 
openly chare;ed that tlie trust commit 
tee was not gotten up tor an honest 
purpose. 

Mr. Brumbaugh, among Other things, 
charged that three members of the 
trust committee were known to be op- 
posed to the Russell bill when it was 
pending before the Judiciary com- 
mittee. 

Before the vote was taken a call ot 
the house was deman<ie(i and S7 mem 
hers responded. The vote on the mo 
tlon to feconslder, which was the real 
test, resulted yeas 47 and nays 38. 

There was quite a round of applause 
among the victors when the result of 
the vote was announced. Mr. Griffin 
tried to carry the whole matter over 
until Tuesday by a motion that fur- 
ther consideration be jjostponed till 
Tuesday morning. It baked only five 
minutes of the hour of adjournment, 
and the three appropriation bills were 
ready for introduction. The finance 
bills were rushed In, and each given 
its second reading. The clock actually 
stood still at the spectacle of such ex- 
pedition. Mr. Griffin's motion was 
then voted on, a rollcall being demand- 
ed, and was defeated by a vote ot 47 
nays to 2G yeas. The pendulum ot the 
clock began swinging again. 

Mr. DeRan made a motion to restore 
the Russell bill to the calendar, which 
carried, and the house adjourned till 
Monday. 

The bouse committee on public ways 
decided by a vote ol four to three to 
report the Tuiler inturban railroad bill 
without recommendation. 

In the SeiiHtc. 

Senator Dodge made a personal 
statement regarding the criticism 

made upon him for his vots OB the 
Clark local option bill. 

Mr. Dodge stated that in his talk 
with Rev. Baker after the defeat of the 
bill the later admitted he (Dodge) had 
never promised Baker to vote for the 
bill. Rev. Baker denies this in uu in- 
terview. 

The rtport ot his statement referring 
to the Lincoln day conference was 

stricken out of the ofhcial report made 
by the stenographer, at the suggestion 
ot BShatOr PaXterson and Lieutenant 
QotSk^hr Caldwell, who saw that Sen- 
ator Dodge, in squaring himself, had 
put It in evidence that the defeat of 
the Clark bill was agreed upon at a 
conference of the Republican leaders 
at Cincinnati at ths time of the Lin- 
coln banquet. 

Senator Royer introduced a bill that 
drives bard at debenture and Invest- 
ment companies. It provides that no 
such corporations can Issue bonds or 
debentures, with a provision by which 
any money paid In by the purchaser, 
excepting only a membership tee not 
exceeding $3. can be forfeited in any 
way. It provides that the Hcense ot 
all such companies now doing basiness 
In the state, whether In r.porated her* 
or in other states, bL.iil be revoked, 



and any person proceeolng with such 
business shall be punished with a fine 
of from $100 to $1,000, and imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year. 

Senator Lawrence introduced a bill 
providing that probate court notices 
shall be published in two papers 6f 
opposite politi<s. 

Senator Sieber Introduced a bill pro- 
Tiding for uniform notices to bs sent 
ont by the decennial appraisers. He 
says the law is lame on this point. 

The MeOlinchey full crew hill was 
reported back to the senate unexpect- 
edly, recommending its indefinite post- 
ponment. This report was agreed to 
and the bill Is killed. 

The Mcf'iirdy bill (Troy bond repeal- 
ing bill) was kifled. Senate adjourned 
till Mondar 

OOMP LETE BE POBT 

Of the Proceedings In f 'ouer d> Alene 
Investigation Agreed I'pon. 

Washin.?ton, .March IG.— The taking 
of testimony in the Coucr d'Alene in- 
vestigation before the house military 
committee suspended in order that the 
committee might hold an executive 
session to determine how far the offi- 
cial record of the proceedings should 
Include thi; speeches and personal con- 
troversy which have occurred of late. 
Representatives Lentz and Sulzer con- 
fended that everything t-houl 1 be in- 
cluded with a record vote, including 
names, on each division. It was decid- 
ed, however, by a vote ot nine to five 
on party lines to keep the record down 
as far as possible to the actual ques- 
tions, answers and volc^. Sulisetiuent- 
ly, this was amended so that all t)Ki! 
has heretofore occurred will stand, but 
hereafter the committee will deter- 
mine as circumstances arise wh'ther 
arguments and coriiroversies shall be 
included. 

TliP Ship < iinal. 
Washington, March IC— Rppre.-entu- 
tives of the Chicago sanitary hoard 
were at the capltol and presented to 
the senate and house memorial favor 
Ing the construction by the I'nit'd 
States government of a dt'cp wale; \v;'.y 
from Lake Michigan via the Chii iso 
sanitary and ship canal and the Dt s- 
plalnes and Illinois rivers, to the Mis- 
sissippi river. The memorial l.s hand- 
somely illustrated and shows the mag- 
nitude ol the woik already done, the 
total cost ot construction. Including 
interest account aggregating $34,000,- 
000 up to Jan. 1, last. 

In the Senate. 

Washington, March 16.— The senate 

convened to (onchide, if pos.sllilp, lie- 
tweeu that hour and noon the formal 
reading of the Alaskan code bill. Only 
two or three senators were present 
during the earlier pnrt of the session. 
Mr. Cai-ter (.Mont.i, who rcpoited the 
bill, \^as in the cnaii-, and Air. li.iCo 
(Tenn ), who has kept close attention 
upon the reading of the measure; did 
not leave his seat until the last wor.i 
of the bill was pronounced. 

Alleu*s Amendment Tabled. 
Washington, March 18.— The senate 

took up the Porto Rican approp; iation 
bill. The amendments of the senate 
committee limiting the appropriation 
to revenues collected prior to Jan. 1. 
1900, having been agreed to, a voto 
was taken on .Mi-. .Mien's amendment 
declaring the constitution extended 
over the islands.

Washington, March 16.— Senator 
Jones withdraw the amendment pro- 
posing free trade between the I'niteJ 
States and Porto llico. It dlfTcrs from 
the first amendment Mr. Jones offered, 
as the one proposed previously provid- 
ed that the money collet ted should bo 
repaid to those who paid it. 

Ship Ordered to China. 

Washington. March 16.— Secretary 
Long has cabled Instructions to Ad- 
miral Watson at Cavite to .^end a war- 
ship to Taku, China, at the mouth of 
the Tleho river to look after American 
missloni^ry interests that are threat- 
ened. He has left the selection of the 
ship to Admir al Watson . 

Date of Quay Case. 

Washington, March IC— Mr. Hoar 
(Ma.ss.) has renewed his request that 
a date be fixed for the taking up ot 
the case relating to the seating of Mr. 
Quay as a senator from Pennsylvania, 
and asked that ths tims he fixed at 
two weeks from ttsxt TliMSday, Hrhlch 
was agreed to. 

tVheeler at Washington. 

Washington, March 16.— General Joe 
Wheeler arrived In this city. He is 
stopping at tha ArllngtflB. Ha had an 
iDierview in a private capacity with 
General Corbin, but Mi.yst has not 
paid an oBclak Tlgtti to war 4gpart- 
ment.

New York. March 16.— Nine Inches 
of buow and sleet cover the streets of 
New York, and 4,000 men ars battling 

with it in Manhattan. 

Three thousand more are at worU 
In Brooklyn. Traffic has been par- 
tially paralyzed In some sections Of 
the city sinre early morning. During 
the early hours the Brooklyn bridge 
traffic was practically blocked. The 
sleet on the third rail, supplying elec- 
tric power to the bridge cars, cut oC 
the current and a general blockade 
w.!s the r(sult. The trolley lines over 
the bridge were not much better, and 
thousands of persons were forced to 
walk across the structure in the taca 
of a cutting wind and sleet. 

Surface traffic was, of coiir-c, every- 
where delayed and the Fifth Avenue 
Elevated road, which uses the third 
rail electric system in Brooklyn, was 
completely tied up. In the crowded 
street.-i down town, fallen horses and 
Stalled drays and trucks greatly im- 
peded business causing many block- 
ades. 

In the outlying district.^ of the bor- 
ouj-'iis of MiMihattan and the Bronx 
similar conditions pievalled. 

The fall of snow In Jersey was heav- 
ier than In this city. Mall trains were 
delayed by the storm, and the malls 
were s< ver.;l hours behind in ttu'ir de- 
livery. In many of the suburban lines 
In Jersey the trolley wires broke under 
the weight of their coating of sleet and 
Icp. tying up several lines completely. 
A number of horses wore killed by 
contact with the live wires. No fa- 
talities from the cold are reported in 
the city. The station houses and char- 
itable institutions were crowded with 
homeless. 

Wni'kiiieTi liloekiided. 
Shamokin, I'a., .M.irch 10.- Wh^n the 
snowstorm ceased at 4 a. m. the ground 
was covered to a depth of 17 inches, 
and this place is now completely 
snowbound. Over 6,000 men and boys, 
residing between here and Mount Car- 
mel and eiuployt s :;t tlie various col- 
lieries, are idle owing to the blockade. 
In a number of mountain passes trav- 
ersed by trains snow drifted from 5 
to Ij feet. The storm was especially 
severe in the co.;l regions, the snow 
fail being the heaviest ot the .m ason. 

Free/.iiig at Atlaiitii. 
Atlanta, March Iti.- Freezing tem- 
perature, was reported as far south as 
a line running east and west through 

the cr-'iter of the cotton belt. Killing 
frost is reported at l-'ort Smith, Ark., 
near Mobile and at Macon. The rain 
and snow In many parts ot the south 
was followed by clearing and much 
colder wfather. The most deidded falls 
in temperature were r.oticed in .south- 
ern Louisiana, Alab- -ma and Georgia. 

Ki'iill > liip 'd. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., .March IC- The 
worst to be feared by fruitgrowers of 
eastern Tennessee and north Georgia 
was realized In the cold wave. Re- 
ports show th.it the mercury dropped 
to L'l and everything is frozen over this 
entire -^cdiou. Fruitgrowers will lose 
heavily. Johnson City reports nine 
inches of snow, which by its weight 
has damaged large tracts ot timhsr. 

New Orleans, March Tlis 
weather continues cold and the local 
bureau sends out a pradlctlon of frost 
again. Snow tell and ice formed gen- 
erally, not only In north Louisiana, 
but in the southern section as well. 
In the vicinity of the city some dam- 
age to fruits and vegeUhlss Is re- 
ported. Here the tsnp^tura WSBt 
down to 39 degrees. 

Before the Grand Jury. 

New York. March 16.— The grand 
Jury, which has been investigating vice 
and lawlessness in the city, will, it is 
announced, make Its report soon. Po- 
lice Captain Thomas called at the 
Criminal Court ljulldlng. He said he 
wished to testify before the grand jury. 
Foreman George H. Putnam cautioned 
him that anything he said, if It inrrim 
inated him, could be used against him 
in the event of an inilictment. Captain 
Thomas went into the grand jury 
room. Chief Devery coiled On Coloasl 
Gardiner also. He had a conference 
with him, and then went to the grand 
jury ant(room to testify after Captain 
Thomas left. Twenty-six of the 30 
gamblers indicted were arraigned be- 
fore Recorder Goff In general sessions 
tourt. Tbey all plead not guilty.

I 
know the people of tbat State well, and 
havo never ba^ »ny trouble in dealing 
with them. Moat of this flffbting and 
the feude, as well as the holdinst back of 
election returns, are in the mountainous 
southeast section, where Taylor (tot his
